PITTSBURGH, (/P) The CIO United Steel Workers today 
accepted a presidential proposal to avoid a steel strike for 
60 days. But Union President Philip Murray said he would 
call a strike tomorrow, effective at midnight Friday, against 
those companies who declined President Truman's proposal. |

The walkout would be effect- 
ive at midnight, Friday, July 15. 

Murray said he had no definite 
information on which companies 
would be struck but that they ap- 
peared to be the U. S. Steel Corp., 
Republic Steel Corp., and Bethle- 
hem Steel Corp. “as far as my 
present information goes’. 

Only One Accepts 

Only one steelmaker—Jones & 
Laughlin — has accepted Presi- 
dent Truman’s proposal. The 
giant U. S. Steel Corp., the na- 
tion’s top producer, Bethlehem 
and Republic all have _ rejected 
the White House proposal. 

U. S. Steel and Bethlehem, the 
nation’s two largest steel pro- 
ducers, said their rejection of the 
President's proposal did not mean 
they would halt operations if the | 
steelworkers did not strike. 

Both said operations would 
continue in accordance with con- 
tracts which don’t expire until | 
next year. The rates of pay and | 


insurance provisions of the pacts | 


were reopened this year. The | 
contracts permit a strike this 
summer if agreement on those 
clauses is not reached. 
Replying to the President, | 
Bethlehem said: “We will con- | 


tinue operations of our plant in| 
accordance with our collective | 
bargaining agreements. Those 
agreements remain in effect un- 
til April 30, 1950, in the absence 
of a strike.” 


Plan No Increase 
In Assessments 


The rise in total assessed val-

The commonwealth conference 
is the latest move in the hunt for 
a way out of Britain’s and the 
sterling area’s dollar troubles. 

The sterling area, embracing a 
quarter of the world’s people, is 
down to its last $1,624,000,000 in 
gold and dolfars. Its reserves have 
dropped by $564,000,000 since 
Marshall aid began. 

First problem for the common- 
wealth ministers is how to pare 
their spending of dollars to keep 
within dollar earnings. Britain, 
the colonies and Australia already 
have limited dollar spending to 
“urgent” needs for the next three 
months. 

Want Dollars 

What other commonwealth 
members intend to do remains to 
be seen. India and Pakistan are 
using dollars to buy food. Both 
also want industrial 


ase 


development. 

On long-term policies, South 
Africa has suggested one aid might 
be an increase in the world price 
of gold. Gold is now pegged at 
$35 an ounce. 

South Africa has been paying 
for its dollar purchases by sale of 
gold, of which she is a large pro- 
ducer. South Africans argue that 
since the gold price has remained 
fixed while other world prices 
have gone up, it 1s time to peg 
the price at a higher point. 

There also has been a suggestion 
from France that the gold price 
be hiked. 





EIRE LEADER DIES

British military police at Helm- 
stedt reported today that several 
hundred Berlin-bound German 
trucks were stalled there in a 
continuation of the tieup which 
the Russians began Sunday.
